Romantic Rise of Butcher Bo> 
Who Died Leaving an Estate 
of $20,000,000. 


Oakland^ CaL—The romantic rise of a 
young CJeriiian butcher boy, once the 
butt ol’ jokes at Washington market, In 
Now York, for his inability to speak 
.Enj:;iish, to ihc position of cattle king 
of tlio west and probably the largosi 
Hingle land owner in the country has^ 
been revealed by a legal controvovi>‘ 
over tho administration of his ootate In 
California. 
Three years before ho died In Oak­ 
land, Henry Miller deeded his cntlro 
?20,OCO»000 estate to his daughter, Mrs 
J. Leroy Nickel of San Francisco, to 
avoid tho inhcrltanco tax collectors oí 
tho state. Tho collectors now are at- 
tomi)ting to ilnd a way In \vhlgh ,they 
can collect the tax. 
Ä^illor came to this country from 
Wurtteuiborg, Germany, In 1S4T. 
He 
worked for a time in a small down* 
town hotel in New York as a porter. 
Finally he obtained work In Washing* 
ton market as a apprentice, where he 
was knov/n as *‘Potsdam.” 
Ho saved his money and In Decern* 
bcr, 1850, Joined tlie gold rqnh to Call 
foniia. IIo arrived too late to got to 
(he gOi’d fields and got a Job as a see 
ond butcher In San Francisco. In ten 
months ho had saved enough to set ui 
for himsolf. Then tho miners who had 
found tho gold came back and, spend 
Ing their money recklessly, made for 
tunes for the inerchants of the town. 
Miller later became associated with 
Charles Lu.x, a cattleman, and together 
they bought hundreds of thou.sands of 
acres of grazing land In Calirornla. 
Oregon, Nevada and .other western 
states. They went Into the cattle rals * 
ing business and nt one time OAvnod 
80,000 liead of cattle and 10i),0(j0 sheep.

Captain Waltaker and his crew, of 
whom ono was E. M. Eden, a young 
artist of Amsterdam, who made the 
trip to siitisfy a longing for adventure, 
started home OJi tho steamship Nieuw 
Amsterdam. 
^ The voyage required cIght3’-four day*^* 
time and was nuide doubly hazardous 
l)y the fact that tho tug could carry 
only twenty-sevon tons of coal.

Washington.—His career ended at 
twenty-nine, H. It. Wilkea faces a 
penitentiary sentence of anywhere up 
to fifteen years when he is tried at 
San Francisco for^counterfciting. But, 
while he may drop out for a time, he 
will have left behind him a lot of vis­ 
iting cards—in tlic form of tlie most 
nearly perfect counterfeit $1, $5 and 
$10 bills ever shoved across a counter 
in payment for a small purchase, ac­ 
cording to the secret service. 
Wilken was arrested at Santa Cruz, 
Cah, by secret service men, who claim 
to have obtained a confession during 
a subsequent trip to San Francisco, 
where he Is held for trial. 
When he 
landed in jail secret service men, from 
Chief Flynn down to the newest oper­ 
ative, heaved a long, deep sigh of re­ 
lief. 
Wilken is a young man. Where he 
started the police do not know. 
The* 
first time the secret sei*vice ever heard 
of him was when particularly excel- j 
lent counterfeit bills began coming to 
the treasury from banks all over tlie 
country, which had accepted them as 
genuine. 
The chase for their manu­ 
facturer started. 
It led the secret 
service^ throughout the country sev­ 
eral times and ended in Santa Cruz. 
Trail of Counterfeit«. 
For some years Wilken flitted gaily 
about from town to tow^n, the service 
says, leaving in his trail all sorts of 
counterfeft bills. The first charged to 
him wore $1 bills, made of tw^o sheets 
of paper pasted together, with tlie 
familiar strands of silk in between. 
Lots of the bills were found, and many 
worthy citizens who tried to use them

It Is believed by many that Wilken 
has the secret of making the “distinc- 
llve” paper used by tlie government 
for its notes. 
Some of his bills are 
believed to have been raised from 
smaller ones, but many of them, al-, 
most Impossible to detect, bear tlie ap- 
r)earance of having been made from 
"distinctive” paper of unauthorized 
manufactufe. Such bills are expensive 
to make; but, as In the case of many 
counterfeit 
gold 
coins, 
sometimes 
worth $3.no where $5 is the represent­ 
ed value, there Is a margin of “proflt.” 
Wilken himself, from Jiis photo- 
,'raphs, Is highly nrtistic, 
He looks 
like an Italian, with big dark eyes, an 
exceptionally high and broad forehead, 
a srnalj black mustache over a small 
mouth, and dark features. Altogether 
he bears a really good resemblance 
to portraits of Poe.

HE failure to dot an ‘U" or 
cross a 
helps to fill “Cupid’s 
morgue** and often places in 
jeopardy the real romance of 
many a man and maid who go through 
life thinking that the anonymous out­ 
pourings of their hearts were not ap- 
preciateti, or that the intended recip­ 
ient lacked intuition. 
Thousands o£ 
these votaries of St. Valentine lose 
out every fourteenth day of February 
and wonder w^hy, little thinking it 
was only the slip of the pen in ad­ 
dressing the valentine to the chosen 
one that caused it to go astray and 
finally reach “Cupid's morgue,** as it 
is called at the dead letter oillce at 
Washington. 
Or it may be the lost valentine Avas 
sent to a “Nixie post oillce,*' which 
sounds like a place for only mysteri­ 
ous letters which are sent to little 
brownies, pixies and fairies by small 
children, but is in reality just a flag 
station on the railroad, and not a post 
oflice at all. In this case it is left at 
tho nearest post oClco, and if the ad­ 
dressee fails to claim it the valentine 
then reaches “Cupid's morgue" at 
some one of tho sixteen division head­ 
quarters of the railway mall service. 
When it reaches tho morgue, if it 
bears a written message, every means 
is resorted to to find for w'hom it was 
Intended, for Uncle Sam has a lot ot 
sentiment, so sometimes by the post­ 
mark and a wonderful astuteness in 
unravelling the secret intentions of 
people which characterizes the clerks 
in the dead letter oilice through whose 
hands it passes, tho fair one or gallant 
is reached. 
As real valentines are 
never signed—for that is their myster­ 
ious charm—it takes a kindred feeling 
and the cleverest sort of detective 
work to unravel the mystery of their 
destination. 
In the event of failure, 
he who thinks these messengers of 
sentiment and love are ruthlessly de­ 
stroyed or sold at auction in one of 
the several dead letter sales which 
take place eacli year is mistaken, for 
In the case of valentines, with some 
exceptions, what is one’s loss is an­ 
other's gain, and while a trifie belated 
reach a happy destination where they 
are thoroughly appreciated. 
On the 14 of February all ovej* the 
country the mails increase about ten 
per cent, and while this is not as 
large an increase as at Christmas and 
Kasler, it is very noticeable, requiring 
a longer time to sort and deliver the 
valentine matter. 
The special dellv 
ery and parcel post service help to 
facilitate getting out the mails on this 
day, and the latter is particularly xiv 
teresting in tho variety and unique­ 
ness of the articles it carries as sou­ 
venirs of the celebration. 
With each year styles chanj^e and 
the old-fashioned large, lace paper val­ 
entines in the embossed envelojjes oi 
tho last century, and the fancy cards 
in pasteboard boxes which used to be 
sent and were such a trial ni the 
siamping machine^ have no\v given 


place to thousands of post cards, while 
books, candy, flowers, fruit and other 
articles requiring careful wrapping 
come by special delivery or in the 
parcel post. 
There is no live stock of any de­ 
scription carried by parcel post except 
by accident, though there is under dis­ 
cussion at this time a plan looking to­ 
ward an extension of the service in 
this direction, that tlie farmers and 
country peojile generally may have the 
benefit of sending their live poultry, 
and perhaps game, to customers di­ 
rect. 
However, on last Valentine day a 
country swain not being up in parcel 
post regulations and wishing to send 
the admired one a suggestive, live, 
homey valentine, sent her a pair 
of bantam chickens by the parcel post. 
The postmaster at the country post 
oillce, not having read carefully his 
instructions, or perhaps having a fel­ 
low feeling, allowed the tiny cock and 
hen to come to Washington, and they 
were so cute and the cock crowed so 
lustily on his arrival that the parcel 
post man delivered the pair to tho 
intended one. 
Besides these, a pair 
of rabbits came through in the same 
way. 
• 
Since the rage for picture postcards 
began valentines largely take that 
form, and as addresses are often de* 
fectivo, and there are no return marks, 
these are turned into “Cupid*s morgue" 
in the dead letter oilice, where they 
are carefully looked over, sorted out, 
put in packages and by the help of a 
list furnished by municipal officers, 
sent around to the various charitable 
institutions and hospitals. 
On reach­ 
ing this final destination they are dis­ 
tributed anmng the inmates and pa­ 
tients in the w’ards, of course the 
children coming first. 
This is a wise and cheerful disposi­ 
tion of them that Uncle Sam has 
thought out, as they bring sunshine to 
many a littlo child and older person, 
too, who may have been overlooked on 
St. Valentine's day. 
And though the 
gift is a bit late, it is enjoyed Just as 
much, as was illustrated in the case of 
an old sailor in one of tho hospitals, 
who was moved to tears of joy at the 
sight of the Valentino, explaining to 
the nurse that it was the first he had 
received in years. 
The last one 
reached him in a foreign port, he ex­ 
plained, and since then there had been 
silence. 
Flowers and fruit are distributed in 
similar way after being kept for a I 
reasonable length of time in tho large 
ice box which was Installed in October 
in the new city post oillce for that 
purpose, all perishable goods being 
put in this if delivery is belated.

CHRISTMAS CANDIES. 


Chrlstifiaa time would lack much In 
(ho pleasure of anticipation if we 
could not prepare 
o u r h o m e-made 
candles. Many of 
them are so simple 
that even the little 
people make them, 
or with tho more 
elaborate 
k i n d s 
they may help In 
getting the materi­ 
als ready for the candy-maker. 
Brown Sugar Nut Candy__Mix one 
pound of brown sugar and one pint of 
molasses with one teaspoonful of soda 
dissolved in a little water. Stir the 
ingredients until well mixed, then hnll 
until the candy will' harden when 
dropped in cold water, liemove from 
the fire and stir through It one pound 
of pecan meats or walnut meats; the 
more nuts »the better the candy. Pour 
into fiat, greased dishes to cool and 
mark off In squares. 
Pralines.—Boil one pound of brown 
sugar (coffee A), with enough water 
to dissolve it, until it threads \vh(^n 
poured from the end of a spoon. Stir 
In a pound of pecan meats and when 
evenly mixed drop by spoonfuls on a 
marble slab. Flatten and round each 
one and when cool take up with a 
spatula. 
Pralines should have tho 
taste of cooked brown sugar with pe­ 
cans. 
Fondant.—Tills is the foundation 
which may be used for any number of 
French candies. Boil together a pint 
of granulated sugar, a half cupful of 
water and a tablespoonful of glucose; 
this latter to keep the sugar from 
g]*alning, A pinch of cream of tartar 
may be used in place of the glucose. 
Boil until it hardens when a drop is 
put into cold water; remove from the 
heat and allow it to cool, when still 
warm begin to stir and beat with a 
wooden spoon until it is creamy white 
and smooth. Put into* a bowl, cover 
with a buttered paper and a damp 
cloth and allow It to stand rf!or a few 
days to ripen. Then It may be used 
to dip bon bons, for peppermint or 
wlntergreen \yafers; when mixed with 
chopped nuts may bo made into a loaf, 
using colors and packing It in leaves; 
small balls of the fondant flavored 
then dipped in chocolate make the 
popular chocolate cream.

Ireland First Country to Require Sur­ 
names; Here is What Some of 
Them Mean 


The fact is not generally known 
that Ireland was the first country in 
modern ISurope to enfoi’ce the adop­ 
tion of surnames by law. 
The act 
prescribing 
their 
general 
use 
was 
passed more than 100 years before the 
Anglo-Norman invasion, whereas sur­ 
names did not come Into general use 
in England until the days of Queen 
Elizabeth, nor in Wales till lute in the 
seventeenth century. 
There are some interesting mean­ 
ings attaching to the most well-known 
Irish names. 
Here are a few, with 
the curious changes of spelling that 
have come about since the names fii’st 
originated: 
Murphy came froyi O’Mui’phy, Mor- 
l)hey, and Morphew, meaning “superl-

Kelly came from O’Kelly, Klely, 
Kei'ley. meaning “for war.” 
O’Connors Is derived from Connm*s, 
Coucny, meaning “helper.”

All Irish names ut the Urst stage in 
their history had “O’ ” before them, tiie 
first change consisting of dropjHug 
that “O’,”
